In  the  June  number  of  the  "Extension 
Horticulturist,"  reference  was  made  to  the  con- 
ference held  in  V/ashington  on  May  28,  relative 

to  standardizing  trade  names  and  practices  in 
the  production  and  handling  of  vegetable  seeds. 

As  a basis  for  further  consideration,  v/e  were 
asked  to  secure  from  various  sources  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  varieties  nov;  being  planted 
for  the  market.  About  a year  ago  we  asked  the 
vegetable  extension  men  to  give  us  a list  of  this 
character  and  the  information  furnished  at  that 
time  is  now  on  file  in  this  office,  but  a number 
of  the  important  crops  were  omitted  from  that 
list  and  we  desire  more  definite  information  for 
use  in  a second  conference  to  be  held  in  October. 
We  Vi-ill  appreciate  your  full  cooperation  in  this 
matter  and  would  like  to  have  the  information  be- 
fore October  1st  in  order  to  coordinate  it  to 
present  at  the  conference.  Two  sets  of  blanks  are 
inclosed  in  order  that  each  extension  worker  may 
have  a copy  for  his  files. 


New  York  has  recently  made  a very  com- 
prehensive vegetable  variety  survey,  the  results 
of  which  are  to  be  published,  as  an  extension 
bulletin.  While  it  is  not  contemplated  that  the 
various  states  should  make  similar  surveys,  it 
is  our  belief  that  the  state  workers  can  furnish 
us  the  information  we  desire  from  their  files.
